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Famed English Scholar 
To Lecture Here Sunday 



Poetry arid Reality is the topic of 
Alfred Noyes’ lecture to be given at 
the college this Sunday, 3:30 p.m. 
The poet is currently traveling about 
the United States to address various 
colleges and universities. 

Alfred Noyes, poet, novelist, and 
teacher, strongly upholds aesthetic 
and religious values. At the same 
time he bitterly attacks modern ma- 
terialistic philosophies. No Other 
Man, published in 1940, is the au- 
thor’s credo for modern man. In 
addition to this, his poem, “If Judge- 
ment Comes,’’ is an indictment of 
Hitlerism. “Victory Ball” is a testa- 
ment of prayer for the post War I 
generation. 

Mr. Noyes, educated at Cambridge, 
is one of the most popular and best- 
loved English poets. His writings, 
especially his poems, are filled with 
swing, dash, and nostalgia. He is 
credited with the modern revival of 
interest in narrative poetry. His 
Pageant of Letters is a critical ap- 
praisal of English literature. And 
the author chose to name his most 
recent work, Horace, a portrait of 
the Latin poet. 

Most of the poet’s time is divided 
between writing and lecturing. Re- 
cently he has delivered a series of 
lectures at Princeton and at the 
California Institute of Technology.

In 1942 the University of Syracuse 
conferred the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Letters upon him. From 
Glasgow University, Scotland he re- 
ceived a Doctor of Letters degree 
from Yale, a Doctor of Laws. 

This is Alfred Noyes’ second ap- 
pearance at the College. Literature in 
Retreat from Reality was the theme 
of his lecture delivered here in 1943. 
Then, as now, he opposed material- 
ism and secularization of the mod- 
ern mind.

And after nearly two thousand years St. Paul’s message is just 
as applicable as it was in those fearful days of persecution and 
blood-shed. We are asked to keep festival on this Easter Day not 
with the way of the world — that is the way of malice and wicked- 
ness, of back-biting, 'of jealousies, of getting to the top by crushing 
our neighbor, of having the latest in fashions even though it means 
heartaches and headaches for the one who must pay the bill. No, 
our festival this Easter is one the world could never fathom. We 
are asked to rejoice because our Leader has been sacrificed. We 
are asked to give thanks to God because Innocence has been slain. 

Without Calvary and the Cross there would be no glorious 
resurrection from the tomb on Easter Morn; without suffering there 
can be no real Joy. Our feasting is to be on the unleavened bread 
of sincerity and truth, bread that is not puffed up. We must put off 
all affectation and clothe ourselves in garments of humility and 
candor.

Paul — marked by his love for his fellowman — so too is he marked 
today. And when we kneel at the Communion Rail to receive our 
Victim let us ask for strength to carry the cross and courage to live 
a Christian life in the midst of our pagan surroundings.

The advocates of planned parenthood would have poor ma- 
terial for publicity in our Pope, the most influential leader in the 
world today. “Uncle Joe” and the Kremlin fear only this mild 
mannered Italian priest, and strive to destroy his power wherever 
possible. As one of ten children, he learned early in life the value 
and importance of the working man and his individuality. 

A practical and versatile man, the Pope toured the U. S. 
while yet a Cardinal, is the first Pope ever to fly a plane or ap- 
pear on television. His economic and political views are re- 
spected as those of a man of exceptional integrity. 

He spoke over the radio the day he became Pope, but even 
without the assistance of a radio his voice has been ‘the voice 
heard round the world.’

The most effective methods of cur- 
ing these phobias, Father told his 
audience, is through suggestion (tell- 
^ ing yourself over and over that you 
have been fighting an echo); through 
becoming familiar with the fear; and 
through rtconditioning, that is, ty- 
ing up the unpleasant situation with 
a pleasant one} 

Father gave invaluable suggestions 
on treating children and their fears.

Dr. Arthur Compton, atomic scien- 
tist, spoke on atomic energy to a 
small group of college and high 
school students of science and jour- 
nalism on March 18, at 4:15, at the 
Hotel President. To give the stu- 
dents a feeling of ease, Dr. Comp- 
ton’s talk was infdrmal, consisting 
mostly of answers to questions from 
the students. 

Dr. Compton has distinguished 
himself in educational, scientific, 
and diplomatic fields. He is presi- 
dent of Washington University in St. 
Louis, a Nobel prize winner in phy- 
sics in 1927, organizer of the Man- 
hattan Project which-worked on the 
design of the atomic chain reaction. 
He is now the vice-president of the 
United States National Commission 
for UNESCO and was the United 
States delegate to the convention of 
the commission in Paris and Mexico. 

The College of St. Teresa was 
represented at this special meeting 
with Dr. Compton by Nancy Draney, 
a freshman enrolled in the nursing 
program.

Missioner Retells 
Incidents of Life 
In British Honduras 

“Are you a man or a mouse, a 
woman or a ‘wee wee’ ”? exclaimed 
Marion Budzinski, S. J., to the de- 
lighted student assembly of March 
28. Father Budzinski, recent mis- 
sioner to the British Honduras, in- 
formed the college members and fac- 
ulty of his numerous and precarious 
exploits in the jungles of the Hon- 
duras. Among these he enumerat- 
ed his painful contacts with the wee 
wee, a popular pest of the jungle 
country. Father then told of his ex- 
periences with a jeep. Regardless 
of how urgent a call might be he 
must first contend with entangled 
masses of forest over the rugged and 
muddy trials. To spy a peering, 
stealthy leopard was an ordinary oc- 
currance. And snakes, ten feet long, 
often crept into houses and the 
church alike. 

Living Is Rough 

Living conditions in the British 
Honduras are crude and dangerous, 
Father explained. Yet the majority 
of the people of the villages are 
healthy and happy. Water from the 
lakes and rivers is polluted. There- 
fore, the inhabitants collect rain wa- 
ter during the wet season and store 
it for the dry seasons. One out of a 
hundred children owns a pair of 
shoes. Even toys are a rarity. The 
average house is built of logs, en- 
closed with a plaster of Paris sub- 
stance, and covered by a thatched 
roof of palm leaves. The church is 
a similar structure. A crate and a 
blanket to separate the priest from 
the penitent compose the confession- 
al. 

Teaches At Rockhurst 

Father Budzinski, now teaching at 
Rockhurst College, departed in 1948 
for his new mission in the Honduras. 
He returned home the next year 
because of a malaria attack. Until 
the beginning of the school year he 
has been recuperating in Saint Louis. 
However, in the near future he ex- 
pects to leave once more for the 
British Honduras. 

At the invitation of the C.S.M.C. 
Father spoke at Saint Teresa’s. Af- 
ter giving the student body a pic- 
ture of some drastic conditions of 
the foreign missions he concluded 
with the plea, “pray for the mis-
